Brother, sister reunited 
after 50-year separation

SAN DIEGO — For Martin Heinlein, 
1985 ended on a note that sounded 
different from his past 50 Decembers. 
The sounds were voices and laughter of 
his sister, Marie Menz, and her daughter, 
Ursula Meyer, whom Heinlein had not 
seen since 1936. 


That was when he and his wife, Rosa, 
and their two daughters left their New 
York City home to visit his family in 
Germany. ; 


AFTER HEINLEIN’S three-month 
stay with relatives in Germany, he lost 
contact with Marie until last summer 
when the 88-year-old Nazareth House 
resident received her letter — months 
after it had been written and addressed to 
Colorado by mistake. 


“‘T always prayed to hear from Marie,”’ 
Heinlein said. ‘‘I thought I would.’’ 


That letter was the surprise of his life, 
said-his daughter, Benedictine Sister Joy 
Heinlein of San Diego, who described his 
faith as ‘‘strong and deep.”’ 


MENZ HAD obtained her brother’s 
address from his sister-in-law in East 
Germany. The -two continued to 
correspond. 


Meyer’s 20-year-old son, Christopher, 
“‘thanked God he had a great-uncle in 
America’’ and wanted to meet him. 


That wish and Heinlein’s prayer were 
answered Dec. 15 when the three 
generations of Heinleins joined Martin at 
Nazareth House Dec. 15. 


IT WAS a time of ‘‘great exuberance, 
joy, and discovery,’’ said Sister Joy 
Heinlein who had met her relatives at 
Lindbergh Field the previous evening. 


The reunited family had only two 
weeks to share their past 50 years as they 
toured southern California. They were 
impressed with the warm weather, the 
variety of terrain, and with the ‘‘warmth 
and friendliness of the people they met,’’ 
Sister Heinlein said. . 


Christopher Meyer, an auto mechanic, 
said he wanted to see all of California and 
Mexico in two weeks. 


THE VISITORS from Germany were 
unanimous in their desire to remain. 


Instead, Christopher will begin his 
four-year enlistment period with the 
German infantry this month. 


The Heinleins’ reunion ended with 
hopes of meeting again in San Diego. 


THEIR MESSAGE for family 
members separated by miles, countries, 
or oceans? Never give up hope of seeing 
each other again. Bt 


Heinlein left Germany in 1923 in 
search of a better life than post-World 
War I Europe could offer. 


He worked in a New York City hotel as 
a waiter. and supervisor. To prepare for 
retirement, he held two jobs for 15 years, 
but his wife died a year before he retired. 


HE REMAINED in New York City 
until coming to Nazareth House in 1983. 
However, he left part of himself in New 
York — a daughter, Sister Doris 


» Heinlein, a Sister of Charity of Mother 


Seton. 


He also left an apartment full of his 
furniture, appliances, dishes, and 
antiques to an immigrant family from 
Thailand. 


When the truck drove up to the 
family’s one-room apartment furnished 
with only a mattress on the floor, ‘‘the 
mother said it looked like Christmas,’ 
Heinlein recalled. 


MENZ LIVED in Turingen, East 
Germany, until 1955 when she obtained a 
passport to West Germany, stating she 
would visit relatives there. She left. with 
Ursula and her three sons and separated 
from her husband, Eric, who had been 
wounded in World War II. She never 
returned. 

She settled in Koblenz where she still 
resides at age 76. She has worked as a 
hospital housekeeper, cook, and waitress.

We celebrate a day for nations of the 
world to cease all violent actions, to seek 
nonviolent solutions, and to demonstrate 
that peace is not just a dream, but a real 
possibility. If each person serves as a 
drum major for justice and peace, then we 
will bring to life the inspiring vision of 
freedom of which Dr. King ‘‘dreamed.’’ 

Like Saint Francis of Assisi, let us 
strive more to comfort others than to be 
comforted; to understand than to be 


‘understood; to love than to be loved. 


Remember the words of Abraham T. 
Heschel: “‘Prayer and prejudice cannot 
dwell in the same heart.’’ 


Since we are people of prayer, as was 
Dr. King, there should be no prejudice, 
just love. Christian love breaks down the 
constricting defenses of the ego and allows 
the self to include others as persons in a 
genuine process of growth. 


The Christian traditions are 
unanimous in affirming that genuine love 
entails sacrifice. Dr. King believed that 
within love there is the experience of 
conscious participation in the life of 
others. We must live creatively with one 
another.

Besides honoring a great patriot, the 
holiday can be a means of restoring and 
reaffirming enduring American values. 
The holiday helps us to learn that these 
ideals and values are found in the 
religious beliefs of the American people. 


Religion is the only institution that 
helps the state recognize there is a 
transcendent judgment and affirms the 
divinely given nature of the rights of 
persons, especially the rights of the most 
vulnerable in society. Dr. King brought 
religion and morality back into our 
secularized society. 


Dr. King felated biblical faith and 
practice to the whole of contemporary life 
— cultural, social, political, economic — 
not just to personal and family morality. 
A person’s obligation to God involves 
both employment and family life — what 
one does as a citizen as well as how one 
treats friends. 


I join with people of all religious faiths 
in keeping alive the prophetic voice of Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr., to promote 
racial justice, human rights, nonviolent 
social change, the pursuit of the common 
good, ‘‘unarmed truth and unconditional 
love,’’ and peace for everyone. 


The search for an adequate vision of 
the public good has a long history 
reaching back to the founders of the 
Republic. Sharing our religious roots 
helps us to recognize both our inter- 
dependence and our common destiny. A 
community loyal to the shared ideals of 
what makes life worth living will promote 
the common good. 


A spirit of virtue and concern for the 
public good must animate us. Our society 
requires people of virtue who build trust 
and community.

SEND IN NO CLOWNS — Clown 
ministry has a legitimate role elsewhere, but 
not in the liturgy, said a statement approved 
by the Bishops’ Committee on the Liturgy and 
distributed to dioceses at the beginning of 
December. ‘‘The sincerity of those involved in 
‘clown ministry’ is not to be questioned, but it 
must be made clear that they have no liturgical 
function,’’ the statement said. It said that ‘‘the 
clown ‘has a place’’ in entertainment, in 
“‘works of charity,’’ such as visiting those who 
are sick or confined, as an aid in teaching 
children, and ‘‘even in certain traditions of 
Christological reflection.’’ However, it said 
“the clown is not to be understood as a 
liturgical: minister.’’ 


SHELTER FOR HOMELESS — Three 
Franciscan priests were awarded $1.32 million 
by New York City to buy a rundown building 
that they will renovate into a shelter for home- 
less mentally ill persons. Fathers John Felice, 
John McVean, and Thomas J. Walters, who 
run two similar residences. in the city, were 
given the money by New York Mayor Ed 
Koth, who praised the priests’ compassion for 
- the homeless and mentally disabled.. The 
money came from a $2 million settlement by 
real-estate developer Harry Macklowe for 
having ordered the demolition of four 
_ buildings near Times Square last January, 
’ including one used primarily by welfare 
recipients, without city permission. 


CALL FOR REFLECTION — Cardinal 


Ernesto Corripio Ahumada, calling for a . 


special period of reflection, has asked Mexican 

‘Catholics to resist deteriorating, social values. 
and to avoid unrest despite the country’s 
critical social problems. The cardinal, head of 
the Mexico City archdiocese, noted what he 
called anti-Christian behavior and attitudes, 
such as ‘‘egoism, apathy, and conformism’’ 
among Mexicans. He also noted 
unemployment, violence, and the destruction 
left by the September earthquakes, which 
struck central Mexico. He called for a 12-day 
period of Mass attendance and rosary 
recitation. 


ISLAND MONASTERY — Bishop 
Dermot O’Sullivan of Kerry, Ireland, has 
endorsed a proposal by an anonymous Irish 
monk to revive an ancient monastery on 
Skellig Michael, a tiny, sea-battered island 
eight miles off Ireland’s southwest coast. The 
monk, whose identity has not been revealed, 
made the \proposal to -archeologist Paddy 
O’Leary, who acts as caretaker on the island 
for part of the year. The plan has gone before 
the Irish government and the island’s owner, 
the Comimissioners of Lights, which services 
the Irish lighthouses. In his proposal, the 
monk suggested asking ‘‘a number of monks 
- from some community around the country to 
take over the buildings there and. live the 
monastic life in the footsteps of the old Irish 
monks.”’ 


FOUNDRESS DIES 
— Russian-born 
Catherine de Hueck 
Doherty, foundress of 
Friendship Houses for 
interracial justice and 
Madonna Houses for 
social service, died Dec. 
14 at her home in Com- 
: bermere, Canada. She 
Catherine de = was 89. She was buried 
Hueck Doherty in the parish cemetery 
at Canadian Martyrs Church in Combermere, 
following a funeral Mass Dec. 18 at the 
church. Combermere is a small village 180 
miles northeast of Toronto. She founded 
Friendship Houses in 1921 to work against 
racial injustices and discrimination, but she 
later broke with that movement in 1947 to start 
Madonna House in Combermere, a lay 
apostolate involved in wider social justice ac- 
tivities.

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country and abroad,”’ Ms. Griffin said. CRS is the U.S. bishops’ overseas aid agency. 


EQUALITY SOUGHT — An 
organization of priests seeking equality for 
men and women in the Church has called on 
the U.S. bishops to confront the issue of 
women’s ordination immediately and as 
“*straightforwardly’’ as they have nuclear war 
and the economy. The group, Priests for 
Equality, also recommended that ordinations 
to the permanent diaconate be stopped until 
the diaconate is opened to women. The 
group’s comments were made in an 
8,000-word ‘‘pastoral letter’ to coincide with 
the 20th anniversary of the closing of the 
Second, Vatican Council. The organization, 
which has 2,300 diocesan and religious order 
priests from the United States and 34 other 
countries as members, also issued the letter to 
commemorate its own 10th anniversary: 


NEW INROADS — Dominican Sister 
Dorothy. Landers, 59, has been named 
associate director of pastoral formation at the 
American College of Louvain University in 
Belgium. When she assumes her position in 
January, she will be the first woman to join the 
staff of the university’s school of theology, 
which teaches seminarians from U.S. dioceses. 
Sister’ Landers was associate dean of. the 
master’s in theology program for laity at 
Immaculate Conception Seminary in 
Huntington, N.Y., from 1976 to 1985. She 
has been on sabbatical in Dublin, Ireland. 


HELP FROM VATICAN — Bishops 
from financially strapped dioceses or 
conferences did not have to break their budgets 
to attend the 1985 Synod of Bishops — the 
Vatican chipped in with generous subsidies, a 
synod official said. Among the approximately 
160 bishops at the synod were some from 
places as distant from Rome as Papua, New 
Guinea, and Peru and as poverty-stricken as 
Zaire, where the Church cannot afford to build 
enough churches and schools for the growing 
Catholic population. ‘‘A number of bishops 
traveled under their own steam,’’ Father 
Gerald Dwyer, a staff member of the synod’s 
permanent council in Rome, said. Their 
bishops’ conferences or local dioceses paid 
their way. 


ANNULMENT SUPPORT — Bishop 
Joseph Imesch of Joliet, Ill., has started an 
“annulment support ministry’’ in his diocese, 
which is believed to be the first in the nation. 
The process of separation and annulment is 
“‘extremely painful,’’ the bishop said as he 
commissioned the diocese’s first 43 annulment 
support ministers. The main job of the 
annulment support ministers is to give 
individuals comfort, . counseling, 
encouragement, spiritual support, and friend- 
ship during the months between their initial 
petition for an annulment and the decision on 
their case. 5 
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LIBERATION DOCUMENT — The 
Vatican hopes to issue a second document on 
liberation theology in mid-February, said 
Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, head of the 
Vatican Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith. The document: is being prepared in 
consultation with bishops’ conferences. In 
September 1984 the doctrinal congregation 
issued a document on liberation theology 
warning that uncritical borrowing of Marxist 
concepts — such as class warfare and use of 
violence to promote social’ change — is against 
Catholic teachings. The document also praised 
many aspects of liberation theology, especially 
its desire to correct social injustices, and 
promised the congregation would ‘ issue 
another document concentrating on the 
positive aspects of liberation theology.

FALSE CLAIM — A federal informer in 
the case against 11 sanctuary workers in 
Tucson, Ariz., accused of aiding illegal aliens 
testified that he received compensation from 
the government and that he falsely said he was 
a U.S. citizen to claim pay for some of his 
undercover work. Jesus Cruz, a ‘resident 
Mexican alien, testified in Spanish at the trial 
of the 11 sanctuary workers, including two 
priests and a nun, who are charged with 
conspiracy. 


INDULGENCES GRANTED —. 


Bishops may now grant plenary indulgences 
three times a year during radio and television 
religious services to people who for 
“reasonable cause’’ cannot attend such 
services, according to a new Vatican decree 
from Pope John Paul II. The decree would 
apply primarily to elderly and sick people 
unable to travel to church services. The 
decision reflects the growing use of ‘‘radio- 
television as means of communication for 
diffusion of the message of salvation,’’ said the 
six-paragraph decree. The decree affects 
people who ‘‘for a reasonable cause cannot be 
present at sacred rites’’ at which plenary 
indulgences are granted. A plenary indulgence 
is a church-granted full remission of temporary 
punishment for sins already forgiven.

Imperfect need compassion, prayers of church 


A number of Catholics in the diocese were hurt and 
bewildered by a recent front-page article in a Sunday 
edition of the San Diego Union. Many more were angered 
by what they feel is the excessive attention given to one 
facet of the Catholic Church here. 


In the spirit of Bishop Leo Maher’s New Year message, 
a message urging understanding and peace, this column 
will not constitute a rebuttal to the Union article. I do feel, 
however, that something needs to be said to the Catholic 
people of the diocese. I do this in the interest of truth and 
compassion. I also do it because the purpose of the 
Catholic press is to speak to Catholics about important 
issues. 


THE BULK of the Dec. 29 article in the Union dealt 
with “‘the aura of scandal,’’ which it alleges ‘‘has attached 
itself to the diocese in the past 15 months.’’ It then 
summarized various charges that have been made against 
priests during that time and also included a surnmary of a 
case that closed before Bishop Maher came to San Diego. 
The people who have spoken and written to me seem to 
have found this section of the lengthy article most 
offensive. 


Since I am not in a position to know all the facts, I 
cannot comment on the guilt or innocence of any priest 
mentioned. Nor is that really the point. In each case cited, 
the priest in question has paid a price to remain in the 
active ministry. Their cases were investigated and 
reviewed, and administrative action was taken by the 
bishop. In all instances, the priests now held up to the

continue serving the faithful. I, for one, respect their 
efforts and admire their commitment. 


It is difficult to gauge the added burden that publicity 
has placed on the shoulders of these men, their families, 
and their people. In some cases, these priests have been 
through a process that amounts to a personal tragedy. Do 
we wish to add to their suffering? I think not. 


CATHOLICS BELIEVE that even the just person 
falls seven times a day. We hope and work for the return 
of the wayward, and we do not wish the death of any 
sinner. Therefore, while steps are taken to address. the 
problematic situation, we do not execute an offender on 
the spot. We hope for conversion; we are not more severe 


than God. 


Catholics realize that priests and bishops are human. 
They also realize that some priests have problems and set- 
backs in their lives, which require them to engage in a 
process of fundamental change. This fact hardly reflects 
negatively on the Church or on the religious superior. To 
point out the fact that we are imperfect only emphasizes 
all the more our need for the Church. 


It is widely acknowledged that therapeutic change is 
assisted by an atmosphere of confidentiality. Such an 
atmosphere gives a person room to work through the 
issues in his life. If we truly wish to foster change rather 
than punishment, we tread lightly and quietly. 


THE UNION article may have wounded our pride 
and offended our sense of decency and justice. It may 
have made us angry and belligerent, especially if we 
detected anti-Catholic prejudice. However, this is not the 
time to react. It is time to act. 


It would be tragic if we reacted to adverse publicity by 
trying to cover up our humanity and deny our problems. 
It would be tragic if we reacted by being ashamed of 
priests and lay people who admit their failings and seek 
help within the Church. It would be tragic if we reacted 
by being less compassionate and more punitive toward 
those attempting to change. 


Whom do Catholics worship? Their pope? Their 
bishops, priests, or nuns? If they do, they are misguided. 


CATHOLICS WORSHIP God alone. It is God who 
tells us that there is more joy in.heaven over one sinner 
who repents than there is over 99 righteous who have no 
need of repentance. 


This is a time for Catholics to reflect on what we believe 
most deeply and where the ground for hope really lies. 


Two-tiered church has become evident in U.S. 


Ask some Catholics what the Church is 
and they will grope for a definition. Ask 
them to express any concerns or 
suggestions they might have as members 
of the Church and they may mention a 
few. The kind of answer you’ll get, 
however, will depend on whom you ask. 


No, I don’t mean that liberals will give 
you one kind of definition, and 
conservatives another. Or that liberals 
will have one set of issues, and 
conservatives another. 


ANOTHER KIND of division within 
the Catholic Church has nothing at all to 
do with the usual breakdown between 


- liberals and conservatives. Nor does it 


have anything to do with age, or sex, or 
race, or ethnicity. It has to do, rather, 
with how and where one experiences the 


Church. 


The overwhelming majority of 
practicing Catholics (including priests, 
nuns, and other religious) experiences the 


- Church as parish. If they are happy with 


life in their parish — its liturgies, its 
programs, and the pastoral ministers who 
serve them (or with whom they minister) 
— they tend to be positive about being 
Catholic and hopeful about the future of 
the Church. 


If, on the other hand, they are unhappy 
with their parish, for whatever reason, 
they tend to be less positive about being 
Catholic and less hopeful about the future 
of the Church. In any case, if they have 
something to say about the Church, it will 
be very much influenced by their parish 
exper‘ences. 


’ ASECOND, and much smaller, group 
of Catholics is involved with the Church 
apart from a particular parish. These are 
mainly church professionals of one-kind 
or another. In this group I would include 
bishops, chancery and other diocesan 
officials, religious and lay persons with 
diocesan jobs, administrators and staff 
members of national and regional bodies, 
including religious congregations, 
theologians and scholars in other 
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ecclesiastical and religious sciences, 
seminarians and seminary faculty and 


staff, college and university officials, and . 


the like. 


Each sub-group admits of exceptions. 
Thus, an auxiliary bishop may also be 
pastor of a parish. In which case, he falls 
in the first rather than the second group, 
without, of course, denying the influence 
of his episcopal peer-group on some of his 
thinking. 

Many theologians today are lay. Most 
of them would also experience the Church 
in a parish context, and some few of them 
may be actively involved as parish council 
members, liturgy directors, lectors, 
ministers of the Eucharist, and so forth. 
Here, too, the. influence of the 
professional peer-group remains a factor. 


EXCEPTIONS OF this sort notwith- 
standing, Catholics in these several 
ministerial and occupational categories do 
constitute a distinct group, or tier, within 
the Catholic Church. They experience the 
Church in ways that differ from the great 
majority of their fellow Catholics. They 
do not participate in the Eucharist every 
week at the same place and with, more or 
less, the same community. 


Nor do they interact with a defined 
group of pastoral ministers for the on- 
going practice of their Catholie faith. 
(Parents, for example, must 
meetings with parish religious educators 
and/or liturgical ministers in connection 
with the sacramental preparation of their 
children.) 


What Catholics at the parish level think 
the Church is and ought to be doing is 
often different from what Catholics who 
are not parochially-related think the 
Church is and ought to be doing. In this 
sense, we have something of a two-tiered 
Church. Not a church that is divided 
simply along liberal-conservative, clergy- 
lay,- white-black, male-female, elderly-

(12/19), which reminded me of the many 
nativity scenes I have built over the years. 


I was born and grew up in Germany, 
where the farmers in the Black Forest 
spent their long winter nights setting up 
elaborate nativity scenes. It was 
inspiration to build one for the family as 
soon as material was available again. 
Twenty-four years ago I moved here, and 
built one out of eucalyptus bark, and the 
figurines out of a salt and flour mixture. 
The recipe came from a Sunset magazine. 
With a bit of watercolor they made 
acceptable manger figures. 


I could not forget the last manger I had 
made for my family in Germany and had, 
of course, to leave it there. I had found a 
century-old stump in the Arnsberg 
Forest. After cleaning off the rotted wood 
I had the basics for a perfect cave, I put in 
some tiny lights, gave it a base and some 
store — bought figures. 


A few years ago, on one of my return 
trips to Germany, noticing that the last of 
the big family had left the nest, and my 
father had passed away, I asked my 
mother if she was still planning to set up 
that manger. She said there was not much 
point in it, it would do my growing family 
in California more good. 


Now it has a new base, and new

decorations and figures. It looks terrific 
under a large tree with the traditional live 
candles.

Handicapped have beautiful gifts to share

Since I have never heard a ‘“‘happy-to-be-alive’’ handi- 
capped person speak against the pro-abortionists, I would 
like to say that I am happy to be alive! Once I was almost 
aborted when my mother was exposed to rubella (German 
measles) during her late first trimester of pregnancy with 
me. ; . 

I firmly say to all pro-abortionists: No one has the right 
to destroy me or any living and growing human life from 
inside a mother’s womb. 

MY PARENTS were frightened when they learned of 
rubella. They had heard the ‘‘horrors’’ of mothers 
exposed to this disease and were afraid of what might 
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become of me. I am proud of my parents’ decision and 
courage to try to let me live. The doctors, relatives, and 
friends advised my parents to have an abortion. 


However, my parents believed I had a heartbeat telling 
them that I am a living human. 


Though I was born and entered into a bright world, it 
was not until I was almost two years old that my parents 
discovered my handicap. I was diagnosed with a severe 
hearing loss — legally deaf. 

I went through many years of speech therapy and was 
able to learn to talk well. Even though I am deaf and 
appear to be normal, I would be happy to be alive even if 


I was born with cerebral palsy, or any other physical 


handicap. I fully accept this gift of deafness that God has 
given me since birth. It is a very precious and special gift 
that I can use to help others like myself and to help people 
who are interested in helping the deaf. 


AS A child, there were times that I wished I was a 
normal hearing person. I cried many times alone in my 
bed at nights. I have learned, though, to accept my daily 
suffering, associated with my deafness, as well as the 
problems that are not associated with my handicap. I offer 
my suffering for the sins of the world just as Christ 
suffered on the cross for our sins. 


How would my parents, my sisters, my relatives, my 
friends, and most especially my husband, have been 
affected if it had been decided that I should not be born? 


My husband would never have been married to me and 
our son would never have existed. If I had not been born, 
my husband would probably still be on drugs today, and 
the drugs would have taken their toll on his mind and 
body. His body would be in the grave by now. 


MY MOTHER probably would never have become an 
audiologist. She was a college student, married, with two 


daughters and pregnant with the third, majoring in 
psychology. Therefore, had I not been born, she might 
have become a psychologist — counseling women who 
had abortions not to feel guilty because they did not do 
anything wrong. My mother was able to provide the 
speech and hearing training for me when I was growing 
up. 

Signing for the deaf during Mass is being done now in 
many parishes. We began signing on Dec. 1 at the 10 
a.m. Mass at St. Mary Magdalene Church. It is so 
beautiful to be singing with our hands. 


Many unborn human lives could be ‘‘normal,’’ — not 
just physically handicapped. It is such a wonder that God 
can give a gift to the ‘‘normals’’ to invent things for the 
handicapped, such as braille for the blind, artificial 
functionable legs for those without legs, sign language for 
the deaf. 


I HONESTLY wish I could adopt all the destroyed 
tiny human lives from all over the world and give them 
my heart. We must have faith. Every unborn human life 
(including every living human life) has the chance to be 
somebody important, if he or she wants to be. 


Thank God, I am alive!

THE OLD van will continue to bring seniors to the 
Nutrition center, Father Sims said. 


He initiated the establishment of St. Jude’s Senior 
Nutrition Program 12 years ago. Its current annual 
operating budget of $160,000 is dispensed by the county 
AAA, which obtains most of its funding from the federal 
government, Sexton said. Participants are asked to 
donate 75 cents a meal, she added. 


Williams described St. Jude’s program as ‘‘excellent”’ 
in meeting the needs of seniors and “providing a cultural 
exchange.’’ 


ACCORDING TO the proclamation signed by the five 
county supervisors, St. Jude’s nutrition center was the 
second of its kind in the county. Father Sims provided 
“advice and encouragement for the establishment of 
other centers in the county,’’ it stated. Today there are 
about 50 in San Diego County, said Joaquin Anguera, 
AAA’s chief of program development. 


Father Sims sees the parish outreach as a means of pre-

bringing other social service programs to his parish, 
including the National School Lunch Program, Summer 
Lunch Program, and St. Jude’s Child Care and 
Development Center.

Quoting from his peace day message, the pope called 
for a ‘‘new solidarity’’ of the human family to replace 
‘that way of thinking that leads to divisions and 
exploitation.” 

Christians have a specific responsibility in this task, he 
said. Motivated by peace, they must ‘‘overcome the 
barriers of ideologies and systems, to enter into dialogue 
with all people of good will.’’ 

THE POPE said a similar call was made by Gandhi, 
the Hindu philosopher and writer who led a non-violent 
campaign for India’s independence from Britain and 
followed a life of asceticism and prayer. The pope plans to 
visit India Feb. 1-10. 

The pope thanked the diplomats for their efforts for 
peace. He said that in international and individual 
relations, the word ‘‘peace’’ must not be used as a cover 
for other intentions. 


‘Tt is necessary that man be able to rely on man, and 
nation on nation,’’ he said. 


SPEAKING AFTERWARD in an Angelus talk, the 
pope said New Year was an appropriate day for peace 
wishes between individuals and nations, and from “‘the 
Church to the world.”’ 


The previous evening, after saying a traditional year- 
end Mass in a Rome church, the pope stopped to pray for 
a few minutes in front of the Christmas crib scene in St. 
Peter’s Square. He listened as a Swiss group sang 
Christmas carols. 

The pope traveled later on Jan. 1 to his summer 
residence at Castelgandolfo, 15 miles south of Rome, 
where he was expected to remain for several days.

Year in review

Pope John Paul II caught the world by 
surprise last January when he announced 
an extraordinary world Synod of Bishops to 
review the state of the Church 20 years 
after the Second Vatican Council, and his 
decision sparked a debate that carried 
throughout the year. 


Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, head of the 
Vatican’s doctrinal congregation, stoked 
the fires of that debate when The Ratzinger 
Report appeared in midyear. The book was 
based on interviews the cardinal gave 
several months before the synod was even 
announced, but the main framework for 
Presynod discussions was set by his 
comments about a mood of ‘‘self- 
destruction’’ and ‘‘a progressive process of 
decadence’’ in the Church after Vatican II. 
He did not criticize the council itself. 


HIS CRITIQUE of the role of bishops’ 
conferences and negative comments on 
other aspects of post-conciliar church life 
provoked wide discussion in Catholic news- 
papers and intellectual journals. Many 
bishops agreed that there was truth in his 
criticisms but argued for a more optimistic 
overall view of the state of the Church after 
the council. 


The final document of the synod 
included elements to watch for future 
developments: 


¢ A call for a kind of universal 
catechism or compendium of church 
teaching. 

° A strong affirmation of bishops’ 
conferences and a ‘“‘collegial spirit’’ going 
beyond an ‘‘exclusively juridical’’ view of 
collegiality. 

¢ A declaration by the synod that ‘‘the 
signs of our time are in part different from 
those of the time of the council, with 
greater problems and anguish’’ and that 
this new situation ‘“‘requires a new and 
more profound theological reflection.’’ 

¢ A new emphasis on the spiritual 
renewal called for by Vatican I, with an 
affirmation of a ‘‘tremendous need’? for 
saints today. 


In mid-December, Cardinal Silvio Oddi, 
head of the Vatican’s Clergy 
Congregation, said that a catechism has 
been in the works for five years and was 
about to be presented to the pope. 
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CATHOLICS DID not spend all of 
1985 contemplating their Church alone. 
Events and controversies that involved the 
Church or its moral and religious concerns 
spanned a wide spectrum. They included:

The famine in Ethiopia, which claimed 
thousands more _ lives despite 
unprecedented efforts by Catholic Relief 
Services and other aid agencies, continued 
to be one of the major humanitarian 
concerns in the world. CRS received an 
unprecedented $50 million in donations for 
Ethiopia and other African nations. The 
Catholic agency was also a target of 
allegations that it misused funds, but it was 
cleared of the charges by a. committee of 
bishops named to investigate the issue. 
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IN THE U.S. Catholic Church, wide 
debate continued most of the year over the 
first draft of a planned national bishops’ 
pastoral on the economy. It was the main 
topic of discussion at a meeting of the 
bishops in Minnesota in June. In October a 
second draft was released, and the bishops 
discussed it further when they met in 
Washington in November. A final draft is 
due next year, to be debated and voted on 
next November. 


Despite the pastoral’s lengthy 
incubation, the drafting committee chair- 
man, Archbishop Rembert Weakland of 
Milwaukee, said in November that the 
growing number of workshops and 
seminars on the topic indicate that interest 
was still growing, not waning. 


A projected pastoral on women’s 
concerns also drew wide attention in 1985, 
although there was not even a first draft out 
yet. The writing committee, headed by 
Bishop Joseph Imesch of Joliet, Ill., held 
preliminary hearings in March and August 
for input from national Catholic women’s 
organizations. In the summer and fall, 
bishops all over the country formed 
diocesan committees or task forces and held 


local hearings to gather women’s views on 
their concerns in society and in the church. 


The national farm crisis, threatening the 


viability of thousands of family farms, drew 
farm-state bishops to new activism and 
much greater visibility. In February the 
economy pastoral’s drafting committee 
held a special hearing on food and 
agriculture issues, and in May it added a 
new section on that topic to the first draft of 
the pastoral. In November the nation’s 
bishops called for emergency and long- 
term legislation to reverse the trend away 
from family farms toward agribusiness.

ONE OF 1985’s most-discussed 


concerns was the spread of acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome, or AIDS. 
Some people have begun calling it the 
“leprosy of the ’80s’’ because of the fear 
many people have of even the slightest 
contact with a victim. Cardinal John 
O’Connor of New York found out last 
summer how deep the fears are when local 
parish protests forced him to reverse plans 
to turn a convent into a residence for AIDS 
victims. The cardinal committed the arch- 
diocese to providing ‘‘total care” to AIDS 
victims.

parishioners. The U.S. bishops’ liturgy 
committee said that parishes need not stop 
making the common cup available for 
Communion because of fear of AIDS or 
other communicable diseases. 
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A DECISION by the U.S. Supreme 
Court last July, striking down publicly 
funded remedial aid to students in 
parochial-school classrooms, drew some of 
the strongest expressions of episcopal wrath 
the court had heard since its abortion 


ruling in 1973. At issue were federal funds) 


for remedial education programs, which 
had been available to all children in need of 
them, whether they attended public or 
private schools. 


Amid calls at their November meeting 
for a sustained nationwide protest, the 
bishops declared themselves ‘‘outraged’’ at 
the court’s ‘‘unjust, discriminatory, and 
narrow decision.’’ 


Abortion continued as a major national 
concern in 1985. The film ‘‘Silent 
Scream,’’ filming an actual abortion by 


sonogram, was used to promote Opposition yy» 


to abortion. Bombers of several abortion 
clinics were tried and convicted, and 
abortion rights groups used publicity about 
the bombings to gain support for their 
cause . 


ABORTION ALSO figured strongly in 
the year-long battle between Vatican 
officials and some 24 nuns who signed a 
1984 advertisement in The New York 
Times saying there is more than one 
“‘legitimate’’ Catholic teaching on 
abortion. Vatican officials demanded that 
the nuns adequately demonstrate their 
acceptance of church teaching on abortion 
or face expulsion from their religious 
orders. At least six of the nuns were 
cleared. 


U.S. church-state conflicts in 1985 . 
included a face-off between the government 


-and the sanctuary movement — Christians 


who use churches to harbor Central 


American refugees considered illegal aliens + 


by the government. Several priests, nuns, 
and lay workers were arrested and some 
convicted of illegal activities, but many 
church leaders blamed government policy 
for refusing to let the Central Americans 
enter legally under provisions for asylum. 


The U.S. bishops also pressed for 
legalization of many long-term illegal 
aliens in immigration reform proposals 
before Congress. 


IN SOME other nations, church-state 
conflicts were far more severe. While the « 
leftist government of Nicaragua drew a 
papal rebuke for growing infringements on 
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religious rights, the government of 
Ferdinand Marcos in the Philippines faced 
new difficulties as some church leaders 
urged a united opposition to defeat him in 
@gctions next February. 


Poland made daily headlines last 
January and February as the state tried and 
convicted four police officers for their role 
the previous October in kidnapping and 
murdering Father Jerzy Popieluzsko, a 
Warsaw priest who was an active supporter 
of the outlawed trade union, Solidarity, 


South African strife intensified as Black 
protests mounted and the government 
continued to resist the breakup of 
apartheid, a policy of strict racial 
separation under which the nation’s Black 

wejority ‘is denied any voice in the 
government. While many U.S. religious 
leaders demonstrated at the South African 
Embassy in Washington or urged the U.S. 
government to exert stronger pressure for 
change, religious leaders in South Africa 
were among the leading voices. for peaceful 
change. 


NORTHERN IRELAND, torn by 
sectarian strife since 1969, saw a possible 
glimmer of peace in an Anglo-Irish accord 
adopted Nov. 15. Under the pact, Britain 
retains sovereignty over Northern Ireland, 
but the Republic of Ireland can ‘‘put 
(@vard views and proposals’’ on Northern 
Ireland through an_ intergovernmental 
conference. The. compromise effort was 
rejected by extremists from both sides but 
viewed by moderates with cautious 
optimism. 

Terrorism in the Middle East often bore 
religious overtones, especially in Lebanon, 
the last outpost of full freedom for 
Christians in the Arab world. 


In January Servite Father Lawrence 
Martin Jenco, an American and director of 
CRS operations in Lebanon, was 
kidnapped by Islamic fundamentalists. As 
the year was drawing to a close, efforts by 
Anglican layman Terry Waite, an aide to 
the archbishop of Canterbury, provided 
hopes for a negotiated release of Father 
Jenco and other Americans held in 
Lebanon. 


U.S. Catholic pilgrims and American 
ang Israeli Jews were among victims of air 
and sea hijackings by Lebanese or 
Palestinian terrorists. Between June and 
October a U.S. TWA flight, an Italian 
cruise ship and an Egyptian plane were 
hijacked in the Mediterranean region. 
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POPE JOHN Paul, continuing his 
world travels, made his third trip as pope to 
South America in January, his first to the 
Benelux countries (Belgium, the Nether- 
lands and Luxembourg) in May, his third 
to@frica in August, and a one-day visit to 


the tiny principality of Liechtenstein in - 


September. 


When the pope installed 28 new 
cardinals in May, among them were the 
heads of two key American archdioceses: 
New York’s Cardinal O’Connor and 
Boston’s Cardinal Bernard F. Law. A third 
with U.S. connections was Cardinal Myro- 
slav Lubachivsky, who was Ukrainian- 
born but a naturalized U.S. citizen and 
former head of the Ukrainian-rite Arch- 
diocese of Philadelphia. 


In July the pope issued the fourth 
encyclical letter of his pontificate, on Sts. 
Cyril and Methodius, the apostles of the 
Slavs. 


In September the pope met with nine 
Lutheran Church in America bishops and 
said that ecumenism was ‘“‘a primary 
concern of mine.’’ In conjunction with the 
meeting the Vatican released an exchange 
of letters with LCA leader Bishop James R. 
Crumley Jr., in which the pope praised the 
““Impressive’’ work of the U.S. Catholic- 
Lutheran theological dialogue. 
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IN JUNE, Jewish leaders protested 
sharply against what they saw as 
weaknesses in a Vatican document on 
promoting a better Catholic appreciation of 
Judaism. Catholic specialists said the critics 
had failed to recognize several significant 
advances made by the document. Later in 


. the year dozens of workshops, seminars, 


talks and other observances marked the 
20th anniversary of the Vatican II 
document ‘‘Nostra Aetate,’’ which 
repudiated anti-Semitism and called for 
Catholic-Jewish dialogue. 


A new controversy over Catholics and 
Freemasonry broke out in June with the 
leak of a confidential report sent to the 
U.S. bishops by their Pastoral Research 
and Practices Committee. The report said 
Freemasonry espouses principles and 
beliefs that are not compatible with 
Catholic faith and said almost no regular 
U.S. lodges admit Blacks. 


Among internal church controversies 
during 1985 were: 

¢ The Vatican temporarily silenced 
Brazil’s leading liberation theologian, 
Franciscan Father Leonardo Boff, because 
of questions about some aspects of his 
thought. 

¢ A draft document by the Vatican 
Congregation for Catholic Education on 
Catholic colleges and universities provoked 
a storm of protest from U.S. educators and 
bishops. They said norms proposed in the 
draft document violated fundamental U.S. 
tenets of academic freedom and threatened 
the very existence of Catholic higher. 
education in the United States. 

e Archbishop Raymond Hunthausen of 
Seattle was told in November that a two- 
year-old Vatican investigation in his arch- 
diocese was closed. Archbishop Pio Laghi, 
papal pronuncio to the United States, 
praised many aspects of the Seattle arch- 
bishop’s leadership but criticized others. 


OTHER EVENTS worthy of note in 
the U.S. church included: 

¢ In November the country’s bishops 
voted to form a committee to monitor on- 
going U.S. nuclear deterrence and report 
back to the bishops whether it could 
continue to be judged morally acceptable 
within the limits and conditions stated by 
their 1983 peace pastoral. 

° In August about 1,200 U.S. Hispanic 
Catholics met in Washington for the Third 
National Hispanic Pastoral Encuentro, 
advancing Hispanic concerns and 
leadership in the U.S. church. 

¢ The 10 U.S. Black bishops, who in 
1984 issued their first joint pastoral letter, 
emerged as a growing leadership group in 
the U.S. hierarchy in 1985. In January 
seven of them joined in an anti-apartheid 
march at the South African Embassy in 
Washington. In June they held a seminar, 
attended by about 35 other bishops, to 
discuss Black Catholic concerns. In 
November they delivered a strong 
condemnation of continuing racism in 
America.to their fellow bishops. Auxiliary 
Bishop Eugene Marino of Washington was 
elected secretary of the bishops’ national 
conferences in November, the first Black to 
hold such a post. 

¢ When the New York Film Festival in 
October featured Jean-Luc Godard’s 
“Hail. Mary,’’ a controversial modern 


version of the life of Mary that the pope 
had objected to in April, more than 2,000 
Catholics converged on the Lincoln Center 
to protest the film. 

¢ After severely criticizing a first draft 
of a national pastoral letter on campus 
ministry in June, the U.S. bishops backed 
a thoroughly revised version of the 
document in November. 

¢ Cardinal Timothy Manning of Los 
Angeles retired in July at age 75 and was 
succeeded by Archbishop Roger M. 
Mahony, 49, who was best known for his 
work on behalf of farmworkers. 
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PERSONS OF significance in the 
religious world who died during the year 
included: 

* Karen Ann Quinlan, 31, in June after 
10 years in a coma. In 1975 her case 
focused world attention on new ethical 
issues of life and death raised by the 
growing ability of medical technology to 
preserve life beyond its natural capacity.

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Refugees today may not be making the dramatic head- 
lines of Vietnamese or Cuban boat people a few years ago 
but the Church’s commitment to helping them remains 
firm, church leaders said in marking National Migration 
Week, Jan. 6-11. 


Scalabrinian Father Silvano M. Tomasi, director of 
pastoral care of migrants and refugees for the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, said that ‘‘the Church is 
not advocating immigration,’’ as the best solution to the 
problems of refugees. It first seeks to assure them a 
“‘decent life where they are born,”’ he said. 


“HOWEVER, GIVEN that people are coming, the 
Church is working at making their presence fruitful, at 
welcoming them,’’ Father Tomasi said. 


In the United States ‘‘there are no longer the dramatic 
headlines’’ such as there were after the 1975 fall of Saigon 
or during the 1980 Cuban boatlift, Father Tomasi said, 
but waves of legal and illegal immigrants are still arriving. 

Although the public. may not be as aware of these new 
migrants and refugees, “‘if you talk to the parishes, there 
is still a lot of generosity’’ in helping resettle the people 
who continue to flee from Southeast Asia, Central and 
South America. 

ARCHBISHOP. ROGER Mahony of Los Angeles 
issued a pastoral letter for National Migration Week 
urging the 3 million Catholics in his archdiocese to 
welcome and show solidarity toward the area’s 
immigrants.

The archbishop called for ‘‘extended voluntary 
departure status for Central American refugees fleeing 
violence’’ and for fair immigration policy that gives legal

illegal aliens temporary legal status in the United States 
until conditions in their own countries improve. 


THE INTEGRATION of immigrants into 
communities poses a challenge to pastoral care and 
provides “‘a new moment of evangelization and 


» communion,’’ Archbishop Mahony said. 


“‘The world has arrived at the doorstep of each parish 
in the Archdiocese of Los Angeles,’’ he wrote, urging the 
parishes to accept cultural and language diversity as an 
enrichment ‘‘rather than a barrier,’’? and calling on 
Catholics to learn about immigrants’ language and back- 
ground. 


Talking about illegal aliens, Bishop Rene H. Gracida 
of Corpus Christi, Texas, urged help for refugees in 
general, but said, ‘‘I don’t want any priest or any church 
providing transportation to (undocumented) refugees 
between cities or places within a city to airports or bus 
terminals.

NEW YORK (NC) — ‘Don’t let terrorism spread into 
America,”’ said the headline of a statement by a wide- 
ranging coalition.of more than 200 U.S. religious and 
ethnic leaders, published Jan. 5 as a full-page ad in The 
New York Times.

said. 
The bishop urged people to bring out bedrolls and 


_ make their halls and shelters available to the thousands of 


refugees who cross the border from Mexico into Texas. 


‘“‘Welcome the stranger into our midst . . . for there 
would be no need for the political movement known as the 


sanctuary movement if we urged all priests to minister to _ 


refugees,”’ he said. 


**I CALL on all priests to help meet the corporal and 
spiritual needs of our immigrants as they pass through our 
communities seeking to better themselves,” 
Gracida said. : 


“Spread the mattresses in all the halls and church 
basements. You are not to question or to ask for green 
cards or yellow cards or any cards,’’ he instructed, 
referring to permanent residence cards. 


Richard Masin, reporting for the Committee for 
Spiritual and Corporal Works of Mercy, said there is a 
legal difference between harboring and sheltering the 
aliens. Sheltering is providing warmth and comfort to 
those in need, while harboring is a secretive act that 


should be avoided, he said. 


THE FATE of Haitian refugees in the United States 
will be one item on the agenda when U.S. bishops meet 
with their Haitian counterparts in February. The bishops 
also plan to discuss issues such as human rights in Haiti, 
according to Holy Cross Father William Lewers, director 
of the bishops’ Office of International Justice and Peace. 


Father Tomasi said Haitians ‘‘are in a limbo situation”’ 
because most of them are in the United States illegally 
and the Church tries ‘‘to be kind of advocates for- these 
people who have nobody else.”’

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‘*T like it when September comes because I start getting 
mail,’’ said 77-year-old Sarah. ‘‘You know, those 
Christmas catalogs start-coming and they come all the 
way up till Christmas. I try to order some little thing so 
they will keep sending them.”’ 


She examined her thin hands and said wistfully, ‘‘It’s 
nice to get mail.’’ 


I FIND it hard to relate with her because, being a 
columnist, I’m on everyone’s mailing list. In addition to 
the many weekly diocesan papers I get, I receive routine 
mailings from groups and causes plus reader and 
professional] mail. : 


Enough so that several years ago the Postal Service sent 
us a polite letter saying that unless we got a bigger mail- 
box they would be forced to discontinue home delivery. 
We did. 


Mail means different things to different people. To me, 
it often means work. I feel virtuous when I’ve caught up 
on my desk mail and I groan when a new batch arrives. 
On busy writing days, I put off going to the mail box as 
long as possible. 


TO ISOLATED people like Sarah, mail and television 
are their major pipelines to the outside world. They wait 
and watch for the postman, often detaining him in small 
talk. If there’s no mail, there’s a deeper feeling of 
isolation. Even junk mail is welcome. 


Here is where we can help. All of us know one or two

isolates who don’t get out much because of frailty or lack 
of transportation. We may send them a Christmas card 
but that’s about it. 


If we understood how much mail means to them, we 
would do more to alleviate their loneliness and isolation. 
It doesn’t take much time to write a little note, telling 
what we’re doing and asking how they are. We don’t need 
a holiday or an excuse to write. 


CARDS ARE on the market for practically every 
month. In those months without a major holiday, we can 
send a personal note or one of those cards that say, 
“Thinking of you.”’ 

It’s also thoughtful to enclose a clipping or photo. In 
fact, that’s a good excuse to write, if we need one. If we 
read magazines and papers with an eye for an article, 
cartoon, or news item that pertains to an isolate’s life or 
interests, it will spur us to write. 


If you are like I am, your intentions are better than 
your memory. So why not make a New Year’s resolution 


Being remembered eases loneliness 


to minister to the mail needs of one or two acquaintances 
who don’t get mail by addressing 12 envelopes right now 
or making a note on each month of the calendar: ‘‘write 
Sarah.”’ 


IF EACH of my 4 million readers.did this, imagine the 
effect. What happiness we could foster. Don’t forget 
former clergy, brothers, and sisters who are retired and 
may feel forgotten. They love to hear from old parish 
friends. 


If you aren’t a letter writer, then consider a monthly 
phone call, or a magazine subscription, so that, like 
Sarah, these isolates don’t have to wait for the Christmas 
catalogs to fill their empty mailboxes. 


You see, getting mail isn’t the issue. Being 
remembered is. When isolates (and this includes 
prisoners) receive mail from outside, it tells them they are 
still persons worthy of remembrance. It gives them a 
connection with the community. It tells them they are 
real. 


A LOCAL police officer told me of an elderly couple 
who calls weekly with a suspected intruder report. There’s 
never an intruder but they are lonely for outside contact. 
“*So we come, look around, go in for coffee, talk awhile, 
and leave. It’s sad.’’ 


Isolation and loneliness are sad. We may not be able to 
alleviate it in person but we can by taking the time to 
write a note or make a phone call.

ANSWER: Under the former code of 
church law a private celebration of Mass 
for a non-Catholic Christian was always 
allowed. In this context, private was 
interpreted to mean a Mass that was not 
announced, for example, in the bulletin. 


Since 1976 this regulation has been 
greatly liberalized, following requests 
from various countries for Catholic 
priests to celebrate Mass for deceased 
* people who were baptized in other 
denominations.

Such Masses are not only permitted. 
They are actually encouraged for reasons 
of patriotism, friendship, gratitude, and 
so on, provided that there is no 
prohibition for another reason, if the 
family or friends request it and if in the 
judgment of the bishop there is no danger 
of scandal (Decree of the Congregation 
for the Doctrine of the Faith, June 1976). 


In most parts of our country and others 
such Masses are today quite common. 


QUESTION: Can you tell me if a 
Catholic couple can be married at any 


church law, a nuptial Mass is normally 
allowed whenever a Mass is allowed, with 
the possible exception of certain major 
feasts of the year. 


However, customs and _ regulations 
differ from country to country, diocese to 
diocese, and even parish to parish. Some 
dioceses in the United States, for 
example, prohibit nuptial Masses on 
Sundays, while Sunday weddings are 
rather common in other dioceses and 
some other nations. 


As another example, evening nuptial 
Masses are never scheduled in many 
parishes for various good pastoral 
reasons. ; 


You must ask the parish priest in the 
parish where the wedding is planned what 
the possibilities are in that parish and 
diocese. 


I didn’t know until recently that he 
had been married in his 20s to a 
Catholic girl, before a justice of the 
peace. They later divorced and she is 
still alive. Can anything be done so we 
can be married in the Catholic Church?

ANSWER: Since his first wife was a 
baptized Catholic and they were not 
married before a priest, a Catholic 
marriage between the two of you seems 
quite possible.

El Papa Juan XXIII, ensefiando sobre los derechos 
humanos, escribfa en su encfclica Pacem in Terns: “La 
dignidad...de los hombres...redimidos con la sangre de 
Jesucristo, hechos hijos y amigos de Dios por la gracia 
sobrenatural y herederos de la gloria eterna... (n. 
10). .exige también la posibilidad de buscar libremente la 
verdad (derecho a la verdad) y, dentro de los limites del 
orden moral y del bien comtin, manifestar y difundir sus 
opiniones (derecho a la libre opinidn).’’ Pacem in 
Terrts, 10, 12-1963. 

Apoyados en esto, queremos transcribir aqui algunas 
opiniones de Don Pedro Casaldadliga, obispo de San Félix 
en Brasil y miembro de la Congregacién de Padres y 
Hermanos Escolapios. Se trata del gobierno, la iglesia, la 
revolucion y la ‘‘insurreccién evangélica’’ en Nicaragua. 


A ESTE RESPECTO, en los Estados Unidos ofmos 
una sola voz: la de nuestra radio nacional. Leemos una 
sola opinién: la de nuestra prensa oficial. Miramos una 
sola realidad: la que quiera mostrarnos la televisidn. 


Pero tenemos derecho — como ensefia el Papa — a la 
verdad no solo presentada por un bando, sino vista desde 
sus distintos 4ngulos, y por eso debemos respetar el 
‘derecho de opinidn’’ no solo de los ‘‘nuestros,’’ sino 
también de los ‘‘otros’’ que igualmente luchan por el 
orden moral y el bien comtin, aunque. nosotros siempre 
‘los excomulguemos, satanicemos y neutralicemos con la 
facil falacia de llamarlos ‘‘comunistas, marxistas, 
socialistas,’” porque sabemos que estos nombres 
confunden y espantan a los ignorantes. 


Como una muestra del respeto hacia estos derechos a la 


' opinién propia y a la busqueda de la verdad integral,

consecuencias: la injusticia, la desigualdad..., porque su 
designio es que seamos hermanos con los mismos derechos 
y que nos amemos y sirvamos los unos a los otros.

éQué deben aportar los cristianos para este momento?

““Desde el Vaticano II, recordamos que la Iglesia es 
todo el Pueblo de Dios, y que no solo el Papa, los obispos 
y los sacerdotes pueden opinar, sino que todos tenemos el 
derecho (segtin Juan XXIII) y el deber de. analizar la 
situacién desde el Evangelio, para programar la accién, 
contra las consecuencias del pecado.”’
